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this act shall be prosecuted in the name of the
state of Wisconsin, in any court having jurisdic-
tion; and it shall be the duty of the district attor-
ney of the county wherein such offense is com-
mitted, to prosecute all persons violating the pro-
visions of this act upon proper complaint being
made. All penalties collected under the provisions
of this act shall inure to the school fund of the
state.

SectioN 5. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

At the next general election one
member of assembly shall be elected from each
assembly district as herein constituted, and one
senator from the second, sixth, seventh, eighth,
tenth, twelfth, fourteenth, sixteenth, eighteenth,
twentieth, twenty-second, twenty-fourth, twenty-
sixth, twenty-eighth, thirtieth and thirty-second
districts as herein constituted. In all the sena-
torial districts not mentioned in this section the
election for senator shall be at the general elec-
tion in November, A. D. 1890.

SecTION 4. In case any town, city or ward has
not been attached to or included in any assembly
district by its proper name or designation, or has
been omitted from any cause in this act, such
town shall be a part of the assembly district in
which the adjoining town having the least popu-
lation in the same senatorial district is situated,
and such city or ward shall be part of the assem-
bly district, in which the adjoining town or ward
having the largest population in the same sena-
torial district is situated. Every incorporated
village, for the purposes of this act, shall be re-
garded as a part of the town or towns in which it
1s situated unless specialty mentioned in this act.
If any county shall be omitted by this act, it
shall be attached to and form a part of the as-
sembly and senate districts adjoining having the
smallest population.
